The writer of this article planted 
one row of potatoes three hundred 
feet long, close beside the fence in 
a corn Held and produced six bush- 
els where weeds usually grew. 

The man who had foresight to cul- 
tivate an BSft of potatoes this 
has a hundred dollars 
than the man who did not.

hogs and live children, he should 
send two of those children to school 
this winter and make them a 
Cliristma* present of a hog to each 
child. If the hog weighs three 
h< mired pounds, his son or daugh- 
ter will have $30 to put into educa- 
tion. Thirty dollars lacks only *t 
•f paving the entire expenses of a 
boy or girl for three months in 
some department of Berea College. 
Only seven barrels of corn set aside 
for education will send a boy or girl 
to school three months. Can any 
enterprising citizen who loves his 
children better than pigs and calveg 
neglect to do it? 

The citizen belonging to the sec- 
ond class doubtless is not in a posi- 
tion to pay for a term of schooling 
for his children this year, but he 
ran let that he part of his plan in 
making next year's crops and turn- 
ing his stock into money. What 
should he do? 

In the first place, he should give 
his children a chance— encourage 
his son to join a boys' corn club 
and put out an acre of corn, provid- 
ed he turn the proceeds into his 
education. Perhaps he has two 
sons. If so, insist that the other 
join a pig club. Or, if he has two 
sons and a daughter, the daughter 
may join a tomato club or a poultry 
club, for money enough can be made 
in either of these clubs to pay for 
a year's education in some depart- 
ment of Berea. Tell her the story 
of Miss Olga Chick of L<*jan county, 
Kentucky, who is one of eleven 
children, and the daughter of a poor 
fanner. Miss Chick, last year, had 
a burning desire to join the tomato 
club and can tomatoes for the State 
Canning Association and put them 
on the market. She finally per- 
suaded her parents to grant her that 
permission and as a result of one 
season's work, she placed $Ut In 
the bank, from one-tenth of an acre, 
besides a cash prize of twenty-five 
dollars which she received for be- 
ing the champion canning girl of 
the Slate.

I». B. Johnson, a twelve-year-old 
hoy or Beren, is a member of the 
Berea Pig Club and owns one hog 
that weighed Ml pounds at eleven 
months of age. The hog cost him 
$15.25 to fatten; and by selling it at 
the market price of ten cents a 
pound his clear profit would he 
$27 95 in less than a year. P. B. 
Johnson can get nearly enough 
clear money from this hog to pay 
for three months' education in some 
course in Berea College.

the cabinet organ is the prevailing 
musical instrument thniout the 
mountain regions, because it can 
be transported over the mountain 
roads more easily than the piano 
and is much less expensive than the 
piano; second: most students who 
are adults before they begin the 
study of music, can acquire a good 
organ touch a little more quickly 
than a good piano touch, because 
the organ is not quite so dependent 
upon relaxation and elasticity of 
the muscles as the piano. Altho 
in learning to play the organ, the 
muscles of the hands and the fingers 
must be cultivated and made re- 
sponsive to the will, the organ does 
not require so great a degree of flex- 
ibility of the muscles as the piano. 
For this reason an adult beginner 
can generally become a good organ- 
ist a little more quickly than he can 
become a good pianist. 

Those students who have both 
organs snd pianos in their homes or 
.communities should, if possible, 
learn to play o n both instruments. 
To these the question arises, "Which 
Instrument shall I learn to play 
first?" I have already said thai 
the organ touch generaly comes a 
little more easily to an adult begin- 
ner than the piano touch, therefore, 
I would advise that the rudiments 
of music the first stages of playing 
he mastered upon that Instrument 
which offers the least difficulty in 
regard to touch, also that the pupil 
who is doubtful about the amount 
of musical ability he possesses begin 
his musical training upon that in- 
strument which he has greatest 
hope of mastering, then when the 
organ is mastered, proceed to the 
study of the piano.

perhaps you need the very brain 
stimulus and mental control that 
the study of musie will give, for 
music makes you think 
hard. If you 
old to begin, 
never be younger, and If you have 
never had the enjoyment of playing 
a musical instrument in your 
younger days, begin now and 
the most of the years you 
in and Ihe years (n come. 

The pupils we don't want are 
HMtSS who are unwilling to use their 
brains, who don't intend to work 
hard and who are going to allow 
themselves to neglect their etasa and 
forget to come for their lessons r, n d 
he careless and shiftless in their 
practice. Our organs and pianos 
are not toys to be played upon just 
when yon feel the need of a little 
amusement or when you don't hap 
pen to have anything else to do, and 
the study of music is not a past-time 4 
lis be indulged in whenever the 
spirit moves you to take a musir 
lesson. Music study requires work 
and unless yon intend lo work 
don't register for musie.
